REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-12 are allowable over the prior art of record because the prior art does 
not teach or suggest a method for initiating and sustaining a combustive reaction in a 
solid fuel, said method comprising the steps of generating, directing, modulating and 
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modulating as presently claimed, esp., the step of directing the pulsed optical signal to a 
plurality of ignition points within a single combustion chamber containing a solid fuel. 

Claims 27-38 are allowable over the prior art of record because the prior art does 
not teach or suggest a method for initiating and sustaining a combustive reaction of a 
solid fuel contained in a combustion chamber, said method comprising the steps of 
generating, directing, initiating and sustaining as presently claimed, esp., the step of 
directing the pulsed optical signal to a plurality of ignition points within a single 
combustion chamber containing the solid fuel. 

The prior art does not contain any language that teaches or suggests the above. 
Early does not teach directing the pulsed optical signal to a plurality of ignition points 
within a single combustion chamber containing a solid fuel. Therefore, a person skilled 
in the art would not have been motivated to adopt the above conditions, and a prima 
facie case of obviousness cannot be established.
